Honeymoon To Be Brief. 

Although Barney can carry out this 
plan, the honeymoon will be brief, 
according to Judge Claude C, Pittman, 
of Murray county, who was in Atlanta 
Friday.

POLICE HEAD, TRIED 
TWICE FOR MURDER, 
BACK IN POSITION 


Canton, Ohio, November 23.—()— 
Seranus A. Lengel, removed as chief 
of police after the killing in July, 
1926, of Don R. Mellett, Canton edi- 
tor, tried twice for his murder and 
finally acquitted after he served sev- 
eral months of a penitentiary sentence, 
was reinstated today as head of the

Lengel's removal was on charges of 
inefficiency.

13040 Miles in 8 Hours, 
40 Minutes. | 


Jacksonyille; Fla.. November 23.— 
(®?)—Home bound from New York to 
Bogota, Colombia, Lieutenant Benja- 
min Mendez, of the Colombian army, 
completed the first leg of his voyage 
today, 1,040 miles, in eight hours and 
40 minutes. 

Dropping from the skies like a 
raceful bird, Mendez seaplane, the 
icaurte, named for a patriot of his 
native land, cume to rest on the St. 
John’s river at 4:15 o'clock this after 
noon. The takeoff from* Mitchell field.

So swiftly did the Ricaurte wing its 
way, aided by favorable winds and 
perfect. weather, that Mendez~arrived 
ahead of the local reception ,commit- 
tee and it was nearly half an hour 
before many of the astonished officials 
could get to the dock to greet him.

The other members 
of the sinking fund commission were 
Dr. R. C. Wiley and a Mr. Merritt, 
who died before the indictment was 
returned. 

It was stated that in October, 
1924, an effort to indict Walker was 
made in the United States district 
court, at Macon, but it was not until 
the May term of 1925 that a true 
bill was returned. 

The affairs of Walker and his con- 
nection with the First Nationa! bank, 
of Sparta, were so intertwined with 
the affairs of the Bank of Sparta 
that on May 1, 1921, while an investi- 
gation of the affaiars of the banker 
was still under way, J. D. Burnett, 
cashier of the Bank of Sparta, shot 
and killed himself. 

Bond Will Be Given. 

While federal authorities were go- 
ing through necessary formalities of 
admitting their prisoner to Fulton 
tower and paving the way for his 
transfer to Savannah this morning, it 
was reported that the ex-banker’s 
friends of former days were rallying 
to his support and were ready to post 
bail for his liberty. United States 
authorities stated that the bond prob- 
ably would be $25,000.

Riverside, Calif., Novdlbber 23.—(P) 
Jackson Barnett, rich Oklahoma In- 
dian, told a United States senatorial 
investigating committee here yester- 
day that although he receives $2,500 
a month from the government, only 
about $100 of it ever gets into his 
pockets. Barnett’s wealth, accumu- 
lating from oil lands, is reckoned in 
the millions. 

Responding to questions in mono- 
syllables, Barnett said the remaining 
$2.400 of his monthly income is taken 
care of by his wife, who accompanied 
him to the hearing, together with 
Barnett’s legal guardian, Judge W. 
R. Hewitt, of Pasadena, Calif. 

Barnett declared that he spends 
his $100 monthly on cigars and 
horses, 

“I pay 25 cents apiece for my 
cigars,” the rich Indian proudly in- 
formed Senators Lynn B. Frazier, of 
North Dakota, and W. B. Pine, of 
Oklahoma, who are investigating the 
conduct of the government’s Indian 
institutions. 

Mrs. Barnett accused department of 
justice officials of persecuting her hus- 
band, and of attempting to kidnap 
him from his Los Angeles home two 
years ago. She denied that two trust 
funds of a million dollars each, estab- 
lished for Barnett, had been founded 
by attorneys upon a _ contingency 


basis, and stated emphatically that 
the attorneys did not share a reputed 
$150,000 to clear the estate of a tan- 
gle allegedly precipitated by the de- 
partment of justice. 

The committee also heard several 
witnesses who testified to alleged in- 
buman conditions and cruel practices 
at the Towoac Indian school, Cortez 
Colo., the Rice school in Arizona and 
the Yuma, Ariz., reservation. Wit- 
nesses have been subpoenaed from 
several states. 

Patrick Kennedy, engineer of the 
Mojave City, Ariz., reservation, told 
the committee that Indian girls sus- 
pected of planning to run away were 
chained to their beds at night, and- 
during the day wore chains around 
their necks. He described the alleged 
beating of an Indian girl with a club 
by the superintendent of the reserva- 
tion. 

Mrs. Charles M. Welfelt, for four 
years a cook at the Towoac Indian 
school, testified that bad meat and 
wormy fruit had been fed to Indian 
students. She declared that officials 
of the school appropriated Christmas 
packages sent the Indian students by 
charitable organizations, aypd that a 
“black Qole” in the basement of one 
Towoac building was used as a 
place of punishment for the slightest 
offenses. .

U. S. HIGH COURT 


New Orleans, November 23.—(/)— 
Money set aside for advertising pur- 
poses was held liable for income tax 
assessment in an opinion today by the 
fifth United States circuit court of 
appeals. The court held that adver- 
tising produces immediate rather than 
prospective benefits, 

Lhe decision came in affirmation by 
the higher court of a decision by the 
United States board of tax appeals 
requiring the Richmond Hosiery mills, 
of Chattanooga, Tenn., to pay $42,800 
in income tax assessed over the com- 
pany’s protest when it sought for the 
period of 1918 to 1920, inclusive, to 
replace invested capital as advertising 
expenditure of $223,000. 

While conceding that the trade 
mark products of the company carry 
a distinct trade mark value, the court 
held that activities of traveling sales- 
men and reputation of the products 
might have as much to do with giving 
the trade mark a value as advertising 
is of primary benefit rather than de- 
ferred results.

Speaker Suggests Congress 
Convene Next Fall and 
Continue Till December. 


Washington, November 23.—(/)—

visions was suggested today by 
Speaker Longworth, of the house. 

Mr. Lone. rth explained that this

Warm Springs, Ga., November 23. 
(P)—Organized labor engrossed the at- 
tention today of Governor-elect Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, who had as a lunch- 
eon guest Peter J. Brady, New York 
labor Jeader. 

Mr. Brady came here from the con- 
vention of the American Federation of 
Labor at New Orleans for a brief call 
on the governor's elect during which 
they discussed matters relating to the 
convention and proposed Jabor legis- 
lation for New York state.

Tonight Mr. Roosevelt tuned his ra- 
dio in the governor-elects cottage here 
to hear details of his induction as an 
honorary member of the Georgia Socie- 
ty of New York city.. The ceremony, 
which included a similar honor to Mr. 
Peabody, was broadcast from the s0- 

ciety’s annual banquet in New York. 

During the afternoon Mr. Roosevelt 

accepted an invitation from a delega- 
tion from Chipley, Ga., to deliver an 
address there at noon on December 4. 
The representatives of the town, which 
is 12 miles from here, told the gover- 
nor-elect that many of the “homefolks” 
wished to congratulate him person- 
ally on his recent victory and that 
they wanted to hear from him in turn.

The governor-elect will motor to 
Chipley from his cottage here but said 
he had not decided on what subject 
he will talk.

Estranged From Son. 
Word of how

estranged from his son, Allan A. 
Ryan, a broker, several years ago. At 
the time of the younger Ryan's bank- 
ruptey in 1922, after the famous Stutz 
Motor corner in Wall street, it was 
reported that the father had placed 
part of his money at his son's dis- 
posal, 

The life story of this man of many 
millions is typically American. It is 


typical, too, of the careers of other 
pioneers. of his period who, after 
struggling through boyhood and youth, 
found use for latent talents in the 
business opportunities that were open- 
ing up in this country fifty and sixty 
years ago. 

Thomas Fortune Ryan, who was one 
day to be denounced by William Jen- 
nings Bryan as typical of the “preda- 
tory interests” which the democracy 
must battle, worked as a boy of 17 in 
dry goods houses of Baltimore. Two 
vears later found him im Wall street 
as a broker's clerk, and another four 
years saw him a member of the New 
York Stock Exehange. 

Native of Virginia. 
The still youthful native of Nelson 


‘county, Virginia, quickly developed an 


interest in street railways and light- 
ing systems. William C. Whitney, 
himself a traction magnate, became 
his friend, a relationship that led to 
Ryan's selection as the man who was 
to have charge of the vast Whitney 
interests for a quarter of a century. 

Ryan got membership in the big 
traction syndicate that finally took 
control of the New York Metropolitan 
Traction company and its subsidiaries, 
a group that eventually emerged as the 
Interborough Rapid Transit company. 
In this syndicate were such men as 
Whitney, Anthony N. Brady, John 
Dolan, P. A. B. Widener and William 
L. Elkins, of Philadelphia; and the 
day came when the properties they 
controlled had a combined capitaliza- 
tion of a billion and a half. 

Mr. Ryan was interested in numer- 
ous railway reorganizations in the 
south, in Ohio, and in West Virginia, 
and extended the scope of his activi- 
ties by acquiring equities in rubber 
and diamond concessions in the Congo 
Free State. 

The financier’s place in_ polities 
was in the anti-Bryan wing of the 
democratic party. As a delegate to the 
1904 national convention he was large- 


tly responsible, so the story went, for

and held the team. Nor at the way | 
young Emmett Elliot, Boys’ High 
back, showed that he had the stuff | 
of which football stars are made. 

Early in the game, inside the first | 
five minutes, Elliott received a dislo- | 
eated shoulder and they took him out. | 
About the middle of the third quarter 
Elliot came back despite his injury 
which was quite painful and played a 
splendid game until the end. His 
punting helped Boys’ High greatly on 
defense and was one reason why the 
Smithies couldn't score in the last half. 


Line Works Weill. 


The Boys’ High line, as a whole. 
worked very well in holding Mott and 
Hammond, shining lights of the Tech 
High backfield. The Smithie for- 
wards were the heavier and did their 
dirty work in the early part of the 
game when Tech High scored its two 
touchdowns to give it necessary points 
for the victory which was ultimately 
achieved. 

The game was marked by the rival- 
ry that has characterized Boys’ High- 
Tech High scraps through all these 
years and made the prep classic come 
to be regarded as a pocket edition of 
Tech-Georgia games. This idea is

earried even farther in that the Tech 
High band “rambled” incessantly 
while the Boys’ High band blared forth 
that tuneful melody which brings 
glory to Georgia. 

Tech High Stronger. 


Statistics bear out the result shown 
by the score—that Tech High had the 
better team. Tech High made nine 
first downs against six for Boys’ High. 
Tech High tried four passes and com- 
pleted two.

Having just returned from a hunting trip to South Georgia, where 
the quail fly often and very rapidly, your correspondent is in no mood to 
receive such a communication as was found upon his return. Being too 
long and withal too strange to print we will only reproduce a part of the 
letter. This is the part: “It seems mightily strange that Georgia Tech’s 
team can go through its games without any bad injuries very much while 
the opponents are always hurt. Those tactics should be stopped by the 
Tech coaches. There is no reason for that kind of football.” 


This short excerpt from a long missive is sufficient to call for a 
reply from anyone who has watched the Tech team in preparation 
for games and in the playing of its games. It is undoubtedly true 
that the Tech players survive most of their games with fewer in- 
juries than the opposition. There are several reasons for this. 


1. Every man on the Tech team is in perfect physical condition. 
There is no foolishness about.training rules nor practice at Tech. Every- 
thing else being equal, the man in condition will outlast the man who is 


not. That's just a basic rule of athletics. 


2. Tech’s line this year is out-rushing nearly every opponent. 
The lineman on the defensive is always more apt to be injured than 
the man who is doing the pushing. 


3. Tech’s men have been taught to protect themselves while on the 
field. No man ever heard a Tech coach instruct his charges to do any- 
thing illegal on the field, but they do know how to keep the enemy from 
taking advantage of them. 


There are half a dozen other reasons for Tech going most of 
the way through a hard schedule with but one or two serious 
losses. One of these reasons is NOT that Tech players are any 
“rougher” in the field than any others.

That being out of our system we can turn to pleasanter things for a 
moment. The “pleasanter thing” just at present happens to be a football 
game this afternoon at Spiller’s field featuring the colored teams of At- 
lanta university and Clark university. 


A lot of people are under the impression that these fellows 
can’t play football. Such an impression is .entirely erroneous and 
without foundation. Both of these teams can and do play good 
football. They are coached by good football players and have 
in their personnel some very good gridmen. 


Leaving this item out of the equation there is still much left. When 
the dusky warriors of Atlanta university and Clark meet there is no-quar- 
ter asked or given. They play hard and the loser goes home with bitter 
tears furrowing his cheeks. In the meantime the cheering sections sup- 


port their heroes in very unusual manner. 


In years past the rooters have each had several chants they 
sing in place of college yells and when their heroes get the ball 
on the one-yard line the din is terrible if not worse. The antics of 
the cheer leaders are worth the price of admission even if the game 
didn’t amount to anything, but it will. Clark has never defeated 
Atlanta U. in nearly twenty-five years of competition, but this year 
the Clark outfit stopped the age-long winning streak of the fa- 
mous Tuskegee Tigers, and they think they can take their an- 
cient rivals. Some taking is sure to be déne, regardless of who 
does it.

ENGLAND WILL UNIFY 
CABLE, RADIO SYSTEMS

BY MARTIN CODEL. 
Washington, November 23.—Great 
Britain’s decision to unify its cable 
and radio systems and place them in 


the hands of a great private holding 
‘and operating company under govern- 
‘nent supervision created considerable | 
interest among American government ! 
Officials dealing with communications | 
problems. A counter movement in this | 
country for the purpose of competing 
with the British merger for interna- 
tional traffic has many times been dis- 
cussed and there have heen intima- 
tions that the subject might be brought 
before congress. 

The cable radio merger of the Brit- 
ish empire is said to have been forced 
by the competition that cables were 
suffering from the government owned 
bear: radio system for ‘transmitting 
messages directionally over great 
spans. When the «able _ interests 
threatened to scrap some of their 
strategically valuable lines, an impe- 
rial wireless and cable board was set: 
up to study the situation to recommend 
remedy. 

The vote of the British house of 
commons, approving the merger over 
strenuous opposition from the labor 
party,, was the direct result of rec- 
ommendations of the rd. Since the 
system will embrace practically all of 
the wireless facilities of the whole 
British empire, the approval of Cana- 
da, South Afriea, Irish Free State, 
Australia, New Zealand and India 
must yet be obtained. It is clear that 
these governments will ratify, inas- 
muc'i as they were represented on the ‘ 
board and concurred in its proposal ,

After selling up to 20.45 
early, on a continuance of yesterday's 
buying movement, January eased off 
to 20.20 and after recovering nearly 
all of this loss, eased again, closing 
at 20.32. The general market closed 
barely steady at net advances of 4. 
to 11 points. ‘ 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 8 to 16 points with the ac- 
tive months soon showing gains of 
about 12 to 20 points on a renewal 
of trade and speculative buying, which 
was probably encouraged by steady 
Liverpool cables and reiterated reports 
of improved trade in Manchester. De- 
cember contracts sold up to 20.50 and 
March to 20.40, but the demand was 
supplied by realizing and southern 
selling at these figures, and prices 
eased durifig the middle of the day. 

There appeared to be some doubt 
as to whetifer advances in the south- 
ern spot markets were keeping pace 
with the upward movement in futures 
which probably promoted a tendency 
to take profits on long cotton. At 
any rate, the market eased during the 
middle of the day, with December sell- 
ing off to 20.24 and March to 20.21 
or about 15 to 25 points from the 
high prices of the: morning, and 4 to 
6 points below yesterday's closing 
quotations.

Prices gained a 
point or two additional in initial 
trading, but the advance was soon 
checked by realizing by early buyers 
and some liquidation in the December 
position.

stock market cavorted about wildly as 
the pace of trading was quickened to 


another new speed record today, and 
ended up about where it started. Total 
sales touched 6.942,500 shares, nearer 
the 7,000,000 mark than ever before. 
Some two score issues were driven to 
new high levels in gains running to a 
maximum of 30 points, but some of 
the wide gains were more than wiped 
out, and the close found a wide sprink- 
ling of net losses of 1 to 15 points. 

The “bull” campaign went forward 
at a terrific pace during the forendon, 
but shied at a phantom at midday and 
turned a complete somersault, only to 
recover its footing and push forward 
in powerful fashion in the late trad- 
ing. At the close scores of issues reg- 
istered net gains of 1 to 20 points. De- 
spite the emergency measure of omit- 
ting the volume of sales, the ticker 
fell nearly an hour behind the trad- 
ing. 

Loans Are No Factor. 

The market paid no attention to last 
night’s federal reserve announcement 
of ~- $176,000,000 increase in brokers’ 
loans at the opening, attributing a 
large part of it to the increase of more 
than 3$100,000,000 in bond offerings 
this week, and the fact that the mem- 
ber banks had been able to reduce 
their indebtedness despite the tremen- 
dous speculative activity was inter- 
preted bullishly. 

When it was announced before mid- 
day, however, that the federal reserve 
bank would make an important an- 
nouncemen: at 1 o'clock, many traders 
had visions of a warning of credit in- 
flation, took freight and began to liquf- 
date their holdings. Added to this was 
the decision of the exchange to close 
tomorrow to give the overworked brok- 
erage houses a chance to dig their 
way out of the confusion of the two 
weeks of frenzied trading. This 
caused an abnormally large volume of 
week-end profit taking. 

When the federal reserve statement 
proved to be only the announcement 
that George L. Harrison had been 
chosen governor to succeed the late 
Benjamin Strong, a number of traders 
who had sold out in the flurry hast- 
In the final reck- 


oning, the Associated Press average 


price of 20 industrials was depressed | 
| less than a point, and the average of | 
|20 rails made about a quarter point | 
| gain. 


The day’s news was largely favor- 
able, including a number of extra divi- 
dends and the announcement that an 
exchange seat had been sold at the 
record price of $550,000, which was 
$20,000 above the last sale. The week- 
ly trade and industrial reviews were 
optimistic stating that the holiday 
trade is starting earlier than usual 
and promises to reach a record vol- 
ume, Seasonal recessions in the steel 
and automotive industries were again 
described as unusual'y slight. 

The wild tossing about of Wright 
Aero is an extreme example of what 
the more volatile issues went through. 
It rushed up 19 points to 289 at the 
early trading, then fell back at midday 
to 261, down 9 points net. During 
the afternoon it jumped back to 271 
up 1 net, but in the closing sales it 
fell to 255 for a net loss of 15. Case 
Threshing soared about 30 points to 
515, but lost all except 3 points of. 
the gain. 

American Railway Express mounted 
20 points to a new peak, Canadian 
Pacifie advanced about 10. points to 
251, the highest price in years, but 
lost about half the gain. The buying 
was accompanied by rumors that dis- 
tribution of the stock of a mining sub- 
sidiary was planned. 

Genera] Motors Gains. 

General Motors was again in de- 
mand, the old stock making an extreme 
gain of nearly 7 points to 215 1-2 and 
the new stock stepping up 2 points. 
Chandler-Cleveland touched a new 
peak at 24 on reports that it would 
be acquired by Hupp, but Hupp eased 
a fraction. Chrysler and Packard 
turned heavy. Nash forged ahead near- 
ly 5 points to a new peak at 106 7-8. 

Some of the coppers again were in 
heavy demand, Andes, Kennecott and 
Nevada touching new tops. 

International Nickel bounded up 
14 1-2 points to a new peak at 206 1-2, 
and closed at 203. Gold Dust and Coty 
made extreme gains of about 8 to 10 
points in heavy demand, and Mohawk 
Carpet touched a new top at 60. 

Standard of California was the 
strong spot in the oil group, mounting 
more than 3 points to another new 
high. Superior touched a peak at 14 
on reports that the Fisher brothers 
are buying control. Mexican Seaboard 
rallied more than 5 points.

~ A CITY ORDINANCE. 


By Alderman Millican: 

Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council of the City of Atlanta, as 
follows: 

1. That it shall be unlawful and dis- 
orderly conduct for any person, firm, or 
corporation engaged in the undertaking or 
embalming business in the City of Atlanta, 
to solicit either by themselves or through 
an agent or agents, bodies or corpse for 
burial or for the purpose of preparing the 
same for burial, at the Grady Hospital or 
at any other city-owned or city-operated 
institution for the treatment of people af- 
flicted with disease. 

2. That it shall be unlawful for any 
person working fer the City of Atlanta in 
any of its hospitals or other institations 
for the treatment of disease, to represent 
any undertaking establishment or embalmer 
or other person engaged in burying the 
Wead, and it shall also be unlawfn) for any 
such employee of the City of Atlanta in 
any of said institutions to solicit busi- 
ness for any such persou so engaged, either 
for a consideration to be paid or free, and 
upon conviction ef any suck employee of 
any of such institutions for violating the 
provisions of this ordinance in addition to 
being punished as hereinafter set forth, 
such employee or other person so offending 
shall be dismissed from the service of the 
City of Atlanta and shall thereafter be dis- 
qualified from being empleyed in any such 
institution of said City of Atlanta. . 

2. It shall also be wnlawful for any 
police officer or employee of the police 
department to solicit business for any per- 
son, firm, of corporation engaged in the 
undertaking or embalming business or in 
the business of burying the dead, and upon 
conviction of any employee in the police 
department for violating the provisions of 
this ordinance in addition to being pun- 
ished as hereinafter set forth, shall be 
dismissed from the service of the City of 
Atlanta and sbajl not thereafter be per- 
mitted to be employed in sgid department 
of said city. 

4, Be it further ordained by the au-
